Dear Mr. Weisberg, 

My guess is that we would agree more than we 
disagree. If you will look at the enclosed articles 
by me, you can see that I have been reluctant to take 
the government's word on a few things myself. 

Certainly I would welcome a chance to try out 
any theorizing on you. I hope that theorizing will 
be at an absolute minimum. I can assure you I am going 
into this without any preconceived theories or notions, 
beyond my strong feeling that, al^tate, "...the major 
flaw of the official investigations is that they were 
not and were not intended to be investigations of the 
crime itself." On that we now agree, although my mind 
is not closed to being shown the other side of it by 
those few who continue to defend the Warren Commission. 

I appreciate your cordial letter and your generous 
willingness to allow me to use your files. I would like 
very much to do that and to talk with you. One thing I 
do not want to do here is to try to start at the be- 
ginning. As far as I'm concerned, a person in your 
position and there are others who have done less work 
than you — is highly qualified to provide interpretative 
opinions in areas where hard facts are elusive. I would 
much appreciate talking to you about the areas that you 
feel are in most need of exposure — the areas where you 
feel the government has erred most seriously.
